Starting, 0 a. m., is not convenient for 
the women living e'lther In the city or 
the country, most housewives who care 
anything about domestic science being 
busy at that hour of the day.

;The session, however, was an Inter- 


esting one.' The Instructor was Mrs. 
Mary D; Chambers,: professor of house- 
hold science at the James Milllkin uni- 
versity. . Her subject was > "Care and 
Diet of the Growing Child." 
, 
' Diet I* Important. 
' -In' tho .discussion of this. topic Mrs. 
Chambers spoke of the importance of 
dieting the child properly. She said 
'that It. made no difference .what; a 
;person ate in after life, but that the 
'ciitloal time was from the ages of 3 
'to 16 or 17 years. It was then that the 
proper food should be given to insure 
a healthy life. 


, She divided this period of .dieting in 
three stages, from 3 to 7 years, from 
7 to 13 and from 13 up to 16 or '17 
years. 


• 
Forbidden Eatables. 


, She told' what 
children - I n 
the 


first period should not be allowed to 
a,nt. 
She gave a long list of the for- 


bidden eatables. 
Among these were 
cheese, pork, stimulating foods, and- 
said .that the children should not have 
any seasoning at all but salt. She laid 
great utress upon the serving of child- 
ren with their food in the most at- 
tractive way. 
The best table service 


'and best dishes should be used. If the 
'ojoarse,dishes must be used let the old- 
;ejr""peopl'e use them. In this 'dieting 
's,lage -Is when the children form their 
.llabtts and'it la.,then that they,learn 
their table-manners. 


Eight Proper School Age. 
In 'regard to attending1 school Mrs. 


Chambers does not believe in children 
,Beln'g sent to school until they" are 
eight years old. 
She does riot think 
they are a,t the proper age to attend 
school until after eight years. As 'to 
tpe feeding of the children in ,the first 
stage she said that.they should only 
have plain wholesome food. 
Pies, 


cakes and all pastry were put on the 
fprbldden list. 


- The. second stage was spoken of as 
Including school children from, the age 
of 7 to IS years. 
She told of some 


children who could not eat .eggs and 
milk and. told of different ways in 
'In which these foods could be n-xade in 
attractive-forms so that they would be 
eaten, by thafchlldrcn. • Mrs. Chambers 
said -that iff "children • seemed to want 
anything to eat.when they came home 
from school let them have some bread 
and milk or something else substantial, 
but not cookies and cakes. 


In this second stage too, Mrs. Cham- 
bers thought that children should not 
be allowed to eat stimulants. Highly 
seasoned: gfravles and similar foods 
should be avoided,

Th6 last stage Mrs. Chambers spoke 
of as the high school period. 
She 


said that it was then that the children 
should be taught domestic science. 


Rules Not Ironclad. 
Mrs. Chambers explained that what 
she hud given as rules she did-not:lay 
down.-as-Iron .clad rules.

Prof. R. C. ObHeoht Brrnga Out Many 


At the 
Good Paints. 
Harkrader 
barn 
on East 


Prairie street. Prof. R.' C. Obrecht of 
the University of Illinois talked about 
the horse. . In the .beginning -he told 
how .according to Ms idea, the classes 
of horses should be designated so that 
there would never be any misunder- 
standing as to what "was meant. Now 
some of the termo are so vague ^nd 
so; niany' single1 terms inean so anany 
different things that it Is almost im- 
possible to tell what is indicated by the 
term used. 
He hung up a chart, the skeleton 


Of a1 horse to be; used 'in illustrating 
arid to point out joints that could not be 
readily discerned when looking at an 
animal; Three horses were brought 
into the ring, all draft animalsr Two 
were horses 
weighing 
about 1400 


pounds and the other was a monster 
Percheron exhibited by R. V. Hoddy, 
the "horse buyer. Mr. Hoddy said that 
he had Just weighed the specimen an'd 
that, he had tipped the beam at 1870 
pounds. He said that the horse was 
coming .four years old; 
} Prof. Obrecht 
examined the horses's teeth and said 
he was a four-year-old. Then he pro- 
ceeded to show the points in the horse 
which he , considered weak and those 
that he considered, strong. The 'horse 
was sound and while he sdid not find 
weak points to the extent that they 
were objectionable, he 
found things 


which were .not seen in the ideal horse 
of that class. 'Where mere weight-to 
be thrown against the collar is desir-t 
ed, the specimen. shown by Mr. Hoddy 
was. perhaps all that could be wished. 


Meet Demands. 
In the course of hl& remarks Prof. 


Obrecht said that th,e market is the 
criterion. If a man is breeding horses 
for the market, Is In the business to 
make money, he should seek to supply 
the wants of the market and not -ex- 
ploit 'his '.Individual ideas. He .should! 
remember 'too that this is an age of 
specialties, and that special animals 
are wanted for specific, purposes. 
As 


an Illustration of this he mentlpned a 
Kentucky man Svho brought one of the 
most famous" French.' coach stallions 
that this country had ever'known. Also 
he bought some m'^retf of that family. 
Then he 'bred coach horses'. He bred a; 
cross between the .French coach stal- 
lion and high-bred, trotting mares, and 
Kentucky saddje horses. After spending 
much time and, money he took a 'lot 
of his animals to Chicago and was 
surprised an$. chagrined to see his

Breeding Poultry. 


Mr. Orr said that there were three 


elements to success In raising poultry 
They .were., breeding, .feeding... ant 
housing. He explained at length how 
the poultry should be' bred. He said 
that the best way to dp1 was to pu 
bach breed 'of chickens-In a separate 
pen and give them rthe utmost care 
Get a full blooded cockerel and breed 
him with the hens. 'He said that 1 
was a-mistake to'insist on fresh blood 
In the flock every season. He thinks 
that the-best plan 
is to '-breed -over 


and-over. --It wHl-gire better results 


Feeding. 
Iti speaking Of feeding Mr. Orr told 


of a couple of experiments which he 
has conducted. He said that one sea- 
son he placed three different 'breeds of 
fowls In separate pens and; then care- 
fully fed them and he found at the end 
of the year that each of them had cost 
htm $1.60 for feed for the year. Then 
when he examined the other side. 01

value for the reason that Prof. Mum 
ford secured' them by actual expert 
ments, and they were looked upon as 
being authoritative. 


One point which was brought- oui 


was that many made the*"mlstali;e~"6; 
feeding too long. 
The speaker said 


that cattle should be' feB to a certain 
point of ripeness and. then put on tbe 
market. It was a valuable cattle man 
who could tell Just the proper time to 
sell his cattle. There is no use' fe'e'd- 
Ing, the professor said, a month or so 
after the cattle,,are ready:•(§%iarHe,t 
just to be sure that they are fat, as 
they fvill consume feed when they are 
not making a profit arid"besides the 
buyers do not like cattle which have 
been overfed, 


Prof. Mumford gave figures and ex- 


ajnples to show that it. was mpre prof- 
itable to feed a high grade of: steers 
The amount received per bushel for 
corn fed would be greater.If put In beef 
on.high grade cattle than if fed to in- 
ferior stock, and the most per bushel 
for the. corn, fed was, what ..every far- 
mer- wanted the professor said. 


At the close of the address the pro- 


fessor was detained for an hour or 
more by farmers who wanted to meet 
him and who asked questions which he 
answered. He held quite a little re- 
ception at the close of his talk.

Many Fanners Hear Valuable Talks by Ex- 


perts in Various Branches* 


IMPROVING CORN. 


Prof. Hume Believes Crossing Breds 


Best Be Left To Experts. 
The corn school was well attended 


Wednesday morning Prof. Hume scor- 
>d some corn which was handed to 
Sim for the benefit of those who want- 
id to learn how the corn was scored 
tnd then he talked on the subject, 
"How to improve the corn." 
Mr. Hume «ald that ten years ago 


James Rlley talked about the Improve- 
ment of corn. He did not have any 
icore card but he did have an ideal 
which he was trying to reach 
The 
Boone County White and Biley's Fav- 
orite were the results of some of his 
sfforta. The scorp card was afterward 
originated to help guide the growers 
In reaching a perfection. It IB simply 
i means to reach the end of a better 
yield which all farmers are striving 
(or. 


One Rule. 
As to any rules of Improvement Mr. 
Hume said that the safest rule was 
one which la put In 
the blblp and 
which might be modified and stated 
"What a man sows ^o he will reap" 
That is the law which will be found 
to be most tiue. 
Tho speaker told the farmers that 
they should not try to improve their 
corn by crossing It. Such experiments 
will only lead to confusion. Theie are 
a few who are able to experiment in 
this way and It li batter for the farm- 
erg to let them do it. 
, 
Prof. Hume explained that the dif- 
ferent varieties were not made in a 
day but were the results of years of 
experiment!), 


Breeding Corn. 
The matter of bredlng seed corn 


wa» touched upon and Mr. Hume said 
that ho did not know -whether or not 
dt was better for the farmeis to try 
to raise their o%vn seed corn He told 
01' breeding plots Some thought It 
better to h<ive the bleeding plot sep- 
arated from the other fields while some 
advocated the plan of having it in the 
same field with other coin. The speak- 
er Halt! lhat the latter Plan Insured 
fertility and considering the points on 
each side he approved jof the seed iJlot 
being In tlio field Ho told of some 
large corn growers who did not at- 
tempt to inlse their own seed They 
Jolt that they could not affoid to do It 
ond had better let those In the busi- 
ness attend 'to raising the seed and 
buy it fiom them. 
The testing of seed was (llscusised at 


length. Piof Hume thought tluit a test 
wns very Important especially In a 
ycai like this when much of tlio coin 
might not grow. He showed one fine

The box was covei- 
ed with a cloth and the corn If it 
voulcl ffrow would germinate and fiom 
th*> ears which weie kept In coiies-

could be chosen

Another plan for testing coin easy 
for the farmer was explained. Wet 
sand is put In a deep plate An even 
100 (Trains of corn taken fiom the ears 
which it is expected to use as seed 
nrp placed end down In the sand In 
about a week they can be removed and 
the number of kernels out of the or- 
iginal hundred whluh have geimlnat- 
ed. will show the percentage of good 
corn. 
Important to Know. 
It Is Important to know the percent- 
age the professor said for farmers can 
not afford to plant 65 or 70 per cent 
corn. It ought to have aa high a per- 
centage as 98 or 07 but this year some 
So per cent corn Is being sola for seed 
Mr. Humo thought that there would 
be a scarcity of seed corn this year. 
H» did not want to alarm the farmers 
he, said but ho felt sure some would 
find it profitable to plant old corn if 
the new dm not como up to the test.

SHORT HORN THE BEST. 


Prof. Mumford Prefers That Breed for 
The Farm. 
If the attendance at the Institute 
classes is to be the brlterlon, the farm- 
er* are more interested In the cattle 
than horses'. Tuesday morning the at- 
tendance at the class In horses was 
Bot large but on Wednesday morning 
ihere was quite a crow'd present to 
hear Prof. Mumford in his talk about 
cattle. 


Prof. Mumford does not hesitate to 


kysj,,'.hi>t he is a shorthorn advocate 


and George EUlott of Deca'-ur had be- 
fore the class three specimens of that 
breed—a bull, a milch cow and a year- 
ling heifer. 
Prof. Mumford 
pointed 
out the 
breeding marks in the cow and heif- 
er which were ideal and also called at- 
tention to those points which were 
not up to the standard of perfection. 


Best For Farmer. 
In the 
discussion 
and questions 


which followed Pi of Mumford said 
that he believed that the shorthorn was 
the best cow for the farmer. That 
statement was In answer to the ques- 
tion, "For a farmei who wants a 
cow that will produce milk and butter 
for his family fcnd for the force that 
is required to operate his farm, afd 
wants a calf that will bring him the 
best and quickest returns, what is the 
best cow'" 
The Instructor 
Instantly said "the 


shorthorn") and then explained that in 
claliylng any cow that would produce 
from 225 to 260 pounds of butter fit 
A year was looked upon as a pi of liable 
animal This soil of an animal can be 
found among the short horns and this 
cow may produce the calf that proper- 
ly fed will be the steer that will top 
the market. He added that a man ot 
judgment would be fequiied to make 
the \selections and bring about these 
results, but that they were well within 
the limit of possibilities for the short- 
horns. 


The Defects. 
He said that one of the weak points 
about the short horns was the lough 
hips but that careful breeding was 
Improving that and he advised a care- 
ful inspection of the hips in selecting 
stock He pointed out that In the spec- 
imens before them the hips of the cow 
weie rough while those of the bull 
were smooth and that on the other 
hand the shoulders of the bull were 
not ideal. In the interest of the true 
type he advised that in breeding the 
farmers should avoid the use of the 
bull with horns Inclined to spike, or 
point upward and declated that spike 
horns were one of the most difficult 
things to eradicate in breeding. 
As a true type of the shoit horn 


he said that this bull should either 
have a deeper "oody for his heighth, 
or should have short legs to match 
the depth of body he carried He ex- 
plained however that this animal was 
just leaving at that age when he ap- 
pears to the greatest disadvantage, 
coming two years old. 
Onp question was "is it better to let 


a bull lough It until he Is two years 
old, or should he be carefully fed'" 
The theoiy being that if he roughed 
It, when he came to maturity he would 
have KI eater stamina. Pi of. Mumford 
said that he advocated care for all 
of the animals and believed that the 
ipsults justified It In this regard .e 
said that it had been claimed foi the 
Galloway cattle that they could stand 
more neglect than any other breed. 
Perhaps that was true but the proper 
Idea should be and is, not to see how 
much neglect cattle can withstand but 
how they will profitable respond to 
systematic caie and good feeding. He 
declaied that the Galloway cattle re- 
sponded to good feeding and care just 
as icadlly as did the other breeds In 
Illinois It was no longer nedessary to 
«-eek a bleed that could withstand 
neglect. 


As To Breeding. 
The question 'was asked "will the 
bull which has been permitted to rough 
It the first two years be as fit for 
bleeding as the bull which has been 
caieftilly fed during that time''" Prof. 
Mumford said that perhaps for the 
Immediate present there would be no 
difference between the sires but he 
believed that in the course of time if 
all sires were accoided the privilege of 
roughing It, the beef quality of the 
cattle would greatly deteriorate. He 
said that he believed that that fact 
was illustrated in the mutton which/ 
had been largely 
produced in this 
country Formerly the farmers were 
favoiable to the merino sheep which 
would rough the winter at B. straw 
•stack. The effect of such tieatment 
was shown in the inferior quality of 
mutton. 
On the question of early maturity 
as bepf cattle Prof Mumford said that 
he believed that the Herefords held the 
palm when he was asked how early 
the feeding of an animal intended for 
the block should be commenced, he 
said from the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 
The class was at the Harkrader barn 


wheie the animals were led into an 
open space and the class formed in a 
circle around Prof. Mumford and the 
finlmals. The bull, while quite enough 
for an animal of that kind, was nev- 
crtheles a restless beast for such a 
gathering and he thrashed around so 
much that 
often 
only 
those quite 
close to the speaker could understand 
all that he said. 


THE EARLY GARDEN. 


Plans Should be Made in the Winter— 


The Planting. 
In the horticulture class Prof. J. W. 
Loyd of the University of Illinois talk- 
ed about "The Early Garden " He said 
that preparations for this work should 
begin in the fall. After selecting the 
ground designed for the spot 
the 


same should be heavily manured and 
deeply plowed. Such soil can be more 
easily prepared in the spring by pul- 
verizing with a disc, smoothing with 
a harrow and finishing with a planter. 


The first planting of hardy vege- 
tables should be made as early as the 
ground can be worked in spring This 
planting may include radishes, lettuce, 
onions, spinach, peas, early potatoes, 
parsnips, early beets and early carrots. 
These vegetables should be so 
ar- 


ranged that those which occupy the 
ground only part of the season will be 
together, so that after the crop is 
gone the land can be cleared and kept 
cultivated to prevent the growth 
of 
weeds, or planted to a second crop. 
The unplanted portion of the garden 
reserved for the warm season 
crops 
should be harrowed at frequent inter- 
vals to prevent the growth 
of weeds 
and to retain moisture. It should be 
worked just before planting, in order 
to give the vegetables an even start 
with the weeds and to stir up moist 
soil in which the seeds will germinate 
readily. Firming the soil over 
the 
seeds also promotes germination, by 
insuring close contact of seed and soil. 


Tillage should begin as soon as ttie 
plants are up, and it is often advis- 
able to plant a few radishes along with 
the carrots and other slow germinating 
seeds to mark the row so that cultiva- 
tion may begin before the carrots are 
up. This preserves moisture and pre- 
vents the weeds from getting a start. 
The best tool for the early work'close 
to the rows ts the wheel hoe. It does 
the work rriuch faster than the hand 
hoe. After the plants have 
become 
veil established, most of the work 


can be done with a horse cultivator. 
One with very narrow teeth is best, 
since It can be worked close to the 
plants without uprooting or 
burying 
them. The labor of hand weeding can 
be reduced to a minimum if care is 
taken to always plant 
in 
freshly 


worked soil, to give thorough 
tillage 


close to the plants early In the sea- 
son, to allow no weeds to go to seed in 
or near tha garden, and to avoid the 
use of manure containing weed seeds. 
The products of a properly1 planned 
and well kept garden far exceed in 
value the cost of their production. They 
constitute an ever ready source of 
provisions for the table. Their fresh- 
ness makes them far superior in qual- 
ity to the vegetables usually obtain- 
able on the market. 


CARE OF FOWLS. 


Expert Orr Gives Valuable Informa- 


tion About Poultry. 
T. E. Orr lectured yesterday morn- 


ing in the old Y. M C. A. room to a 
laige number of people on "Houses, 
yards and Implements" 
The room 


was crowded and the people were very 
attentive to the speaker. 
In begin- 


ning his talk Mr. Orr stated that the 
flist and the essential thing to have 
when taking up the poultry business 
is love for the fowls 
"Unless he loves 
the fowls and the work a person can 
not make a success in raising poultry. 


Most Important Factors. 
The next three important factors in 


making a success of the venture are 
comfort, cleanliness and convenience 
In the first place a good house for the 
birds is needed. This is built for com- 
fort and not for beauty and fancy 
ventilators at the 
top of the house 
should be left out The house should be 
low and ventilated from the front. 
' 
A Model House. 
The kind Of a house that Mr. Orr 


described as being best is one which is 
about 4i feet to the eaves at the rear, 
the front to the eave being about 51 
feet, and the comb about 7 or 8 feet, 
and the whole building should be cov- 
ered with three-ply tar paper. 
The 


comb of the house should not be di- 
rectly in the center but somewhat to 
one side making the front part of 
the sloping roof about half as long as 
the back part. A door should be ar- 
ranged at the end of the house and a 
window for ventilation at the front. 


To build such a house it would cost 
about $1 per hen and the house will 
last at least ten years, making the cost 
of housing 
the 
chickens ten cents 


each for a year. 


Mr. Orr stated 
that 
his i chicken 
houses are made with ten compart- 
ments are separated with a wire and 
wooden partition The boxes for the 
eggs he arranges on the front -wall of 
each compartment, 


The Correct Perch. 
The peiches for the (.hicltens are 


made from lumber 2 by 4 inches. Mr. 
Orr says that he does not believe in 
making chickens double their 
toes 


around a small round branch in order 
to keep their perch 
Two perches are 


placed in each compartment and are 
placed about two feet apart. Under 
neath he has a dropping board which 
is perfectly smooth so that it can 
easily be cleaned. 


No Artificial Heat. 
The hous.es he has made so that they 
are air tight at the back and the heat 
from the bodies of the fowls can not 
ascend but a short distance as the 
roof of the house is low and in that 
way no artificial heat is needed even 
In the coldest weather. 
There are no 
draughts of air as the ventilation is 
fiom the front of the building, and the 
chickens are 
high above the place 
where it enters. 
There are doors be- 


tween each compartment so that they 
are easy of access, but these doors are 
arranged so that a draught is not caus- 
ed. 


At times in the winter a moisture 
from the heat of the fowls will gather 
at the top of the house. 
¥his is one 


of the things that ought to be -avoided 
and Mr. Orr stated that one of the 
best ways to arrange the ventilation is 
to take out the window and cover the 
space with muslin or some other light 
cloth. This tends to take the moisture 
out of the air when it enters the house 
and the chickens 
will never freeze 
even though the muslin seems .to be 
but a poor protection against the cold. 


Cleanliness Important. 
In order to get the best results ev- 
erything about 
the chicken 
houses 


should be clean. The dropping board 
is a fine thing It can be cleaned once 
or twice a week or as many times as a 
person sees fit. 


Another thing that is absolutely es- 


sential is the dust bath for the hens. 
This helps to keep them clean as water 
does a person. He always has a large 
box of coal ashes, finely sifted, in each 
compartment, and the hens can roll 
and flutter in this to their hearts' con- 
tent. 


In order to insure cleanliness in wa- 
tering the chickens a two-gallon crock 
is placed'on a small platform which ia 
raised about one and one-half feet 
above the floor of the compartment so 
that the dirt will not be scratched into 
the water. 
A hole is cut in the parti- 
tions and the crock placed in it and 
one crock serves as a watering trough 
for two compartments and is easily 
taken out and cleaned 


The egg boxes are arranged in such 
a way on the wall that they can eas- 
ily be taken down and cleaned 
and 
sprayed. 


What Should be Fed. 
In speaking of feeding Mr. Orr said 
that dry bran was one of the best 
things that could be fed fowls and 
that he used it the year around and 
gave his chickens all that they could 
eat. 
Oats he also favors as a food 


and he allows his fowls to have all 
that they can eat. 
He has a box ar- 


ranged in each compartment and this 
is kept filled with bran, oats, beef 
scraps, oyster shells, bone and grit. 
The grit serves the purpose of mill 
stones 
The chickens each have the 
machinery but If they are not furnished 
the mill stones, to which the grit com- 
pares, they are not able to digest 
their food properly. 
Corn is a very 
poor thing to feed chickens. They be- 
come fat, but they won't lay and Mr. 
Orr stated that he seldom feeds corn. 
Wheat, oats and bran answer the pur- 
pose a great deal better. 


Convenience Figures Prominently. 
The convenience is the next thing 
to be considered when raising poultry. 
First comes -the convenience of the 
poultry and then the convenience of 
the keeper. The house-described above 
has all the necessities and Is such a 
one as Mr. ~Orr uses. 
everything Is 


arranged so that the place will be 
convenient for the chickens and also 
for the keeper 
The egg boxes are 


so arranged that the keeper can get 
the eggs out without any trouble 
whatever. 


One thing that Mr. Orr strongly ad- 
vises Is to let no stranger go through 
the chicken houses. The hens become 
frightened and they are not able to lay 
for that day and the egg production 
for a day might be injured 20 per cent, 
by merely letting 
a stranger walk 
through the houses.

About Implements. 
Implements were discussed at length. 


Mr. Orr was questioned as to whether 
he preferred the hen or the Incubator 
and he stated that the Incubator was 
the thing by all means if one was rais- 
ing poultry as a business, One can not 
afford to wait on the time of the hens 
and the incubator can always be de- 
pended upon. 
The brooders are another important 


factor on the poultry farm. 
Mr. Orr 


makes his own, using a ptano box. He 
explained in detail 
the 
method of 
making the brooder and he said that 
they were a great deal better than the 
boughten ones 


Hatchet Should Be Used. 
The hatchet is another implement 
that should not be overlooked on the 
farm. He does not advocate the use of 
the hatchet for killing the birds but it 
will answer the purpose. 
The point 
was that all the cockerels that are not 
to be saved 
for breeding purposes 


should get the hatchet in the neck as 
one does not want them on the farm. 
In Missouri the style of breaking the 
necks of the fowls has been adopted 
and has proved very satisfactory. In 
this way not a drop of blood is drawn. 
The neck is broken and then the chick- 
en Is hung with its head down and the 
blood all forms in a clot in the neck 
and keeps the air from entering the 
interior of the fowl and starting the 
work of decomposition. The chickens 
are plucked dry and they will keep for 
a long time in this manner, much bet- 
ter than a chicken that has been be- 
headed. 


Absolutely Essential. 
The lantern is the most important 


implement of the poultry farm ac- 
cording to Mr. Orr. 
A man who does 


not care enough for his fowls to go out 
after dark and see that they are all 
housed propei ly for the night will not 
make much of a success of the work. 
Every man who is in the business 
should t_.ke his lantern and look to the 
comfort of the chickens before he does 
anything else. 
According to Mr. Orr 
a young man can not court Sarah eight 
nights out of the week and let Biddy 
get along on her own hook. He must 
lok after Biddy for she is the one who 
makes the money for him. 


Feeding Chick*. 
When questioned about feeding lit- 
tle chicks Mr. Orr stated that 
the 
worst thing to give them was sloppy 
food 
Give them a little fine sand 
first. Then a little clover hay, chopped 
fine, and also (U few crumbs of stale 
bread and some fine oat meal. After 
the chicks are a few days old some of 
the prepared poultry foods are excel- 
lent things to feed. 
Sloppy food is a 
good thing to use when one wants to 
put flesh on the fowls, but otherwise 
it is not best to use it. 
By the use 


of sloppy foods the weight of fowls has 
been Increased as much as 60 per cent, 
in three weeks. 


TESTING MILK. 


Interesting Experiments Made in Dairy 


Department. 
The dairy class conducted "by A. J. 
Glover Wednesday afternoon was es- 
pecially interesting. The basement of 
the Temple had proved to be too small 
a place and the demonstrations were 
given on the platform of 
the main 
building. 


Mi-. Glover shpwed how to test milk. 
He used what is known as the Bab- 
cock tester. This' is a small, round iron 
machine and eighteen inches in diam- 
eter. There Is a lid on top which is 
removed. Inside in a revolving rack 
containing places for 
little 
bottles 
made especially for the purpose. 
In 
each bottle Is placed 17.6 cubic centi- 
meters of milk from^ cow and to it la 
added 171 centimeters 
of 
sulphuric 
acid whifch tends to separate the but- 
ter fat from the casein. The bottles 
are put In place in the revolving rack 
and the lid is placed on the machine 
and a handle Is turned for five min- 
utes. As the Inside revolves a sixty 
pound pressure is put on each bottle. 
When the lid is removed 
it will be 


found that the butter fat has come 
to the top of the little bottles 
Some 


hot water is poured In the bottles to 
assist in the separation and the wheel 
is turned for one minute. 


Then the bottles are,removed. They 
have a long neck graduated on the 
side. 
There are little spaces from 


one up to ten. This graduate shows 
exactly how much butter fat there is 
in the milk, 
the 
revolving having 


thrown the fat to the top of the bot- 
tle. If the butter fat Is indicated at 
ten points it means that here are ten 
pounds of butter fat in each 100 pounds 
of that particular milk. 
The milk which was used at the 
demonstration tested 3.8 pounds 
of 
butter fat to the 100 pounds of milk. 
That is a good fair average and such 
milk would be profitable -on a dairy 
The butter is made up of butter fat, 
casein and water. In order to ascer- 
tain exactly how much butter would 
be made from the milk tested add one- 
sixth of the weight of the butter fat 
to make up for the casein and water, 
and the total will be the amount of 
butter in pounds which can be. pro- 
duced from 100 pounds of milk from 
a certain cow. Mr. Glover is making 
tests from 40Q cows from sixteen dif- 
ferent dairies throughout 
the state 


This testing is done for the purpose 
of showing the dairymen that it is to 
their benefit only to keep cows which 
will be profitable. .A cow to make a 
profit must produce 300 pounds of 
butter a year or ought to produce that 
much 
Some times a cow is a board- 
er and costs money to keep instead of 
being a producer and 
such 
cows 
should be weeded out. 
,,,Mr- Glover also exhibited' a bottle 
filling machine by means of which 
the milk for city customers is put UD 
in bottles. Mr Glover said that this 
was the only way to serve milk to 
consumers and that later on the custo- 
mers would demand that the milk be 
delivered In bottles.

TALK ON INSECTS. 


Prof. Forbes Tells Of Those Injurious 


To Crop*. 
Prof. 8. A. Forbes^ the 'state eto- 
mologiat and dean off the college of 
science of the University of Illinois, 
was the first speaker in the morning 
at the general session. 
His sub- 


ject was "Insects Injurious to 
Farm 
Crops." 


He spoke of the" importance 
of 
farmers knowing something of -econ- 
omic etomplogy as a matter of his own 
protection and said that every farmei 
ought to know the principal Insects 
which are liable to be Injurious to 
his crops and _ should know how to 
recognize them'anu know 
something 
of their habits and their history. 


The farmer should also know the 
relations of the rotation of crops to 
the Insects. 
Some rotations tend to 


exterminate injurious Insects 
while 
ether rotations will increase them. The 
times of year for doing the different 
farm work also have relationships to- 
ward the Insects and these should be 
known by the farmer. 
The times 
when the plowing and planting are 
done have much to do with the check- 
Ing or increasing of the insect ene- 
mies and a knowledge along this line 
saves the farmer much loss. 


Prof. Forbes said that every farmer 
should know the name and address of 
the state etomologlst and should make 
a practice of consulting with 
hint 


from time to time. 
The speaker also 


laid stress upon the fact that a com- 
munity working together could ac- 
complish much more In the way of 
fighting insects than could ever be 
done by any one individual farmer. 


The literature which is 
published 
on this subject Was discussed 
by 
Prof. Forbes. 
He told of bulletins 
which were gotten out by the univer- 
sity but said that the publication of 
eo much of the valuable literature on 
etomology waa spread out over a long 
period of years that 
many of 
the 
books were out of print. 
It has been 


planned to publish the best of every- 
thing in this line in one large compre- 
hensive volume of 500 pages with col- 
ored Illustrations so that the farm- 
ers can secure a thorough treatise on 
the subject. 
In concluding Prof. Forbes spoke of 
the Importance of the children In the 
rural school* being such a 
mental 
training that they could study these 
' ' ' intelligently. 
-' 


Scholarly Treatise. 
Dr. J. T. Burrill, dean of the gradu- 
ate school and professor of botany and 
horticulture at the University of Illi- 
nois read a paper at the Wednesday 
morning session on the subject, "Bac- 
teria the Friends of th* Farmers." It 
was a scholarly treatise and contained 
much matter of benefit to the farm* 
ers.

The resolu- 


tions were extenslvu and covered all 
points regarding the Institute work 
this year. 
There «ere lesolutlons of 


thanks to the citizens, the executive 
committee nnd others In Decatur who 
assisted and declare the meeting to 
be a great success. 
It wns recommended that the chief 


of husbandry ut the state experimen- 
tal station place all of the dairy field

Corn Root Lice. 
Pi of. Forbes made a short speech. 
He told paiticulaily of the corn root 
life. He i?ave u description of the 
habits of this Insect and said that the. 
ants protected the lice and that in 
fleldw were ants were found It would 
be certain that lice would attack the 
c orn.

CHICKEN EXPERT SHOCKED 


When He Came Across a Fowl With 


Wings Clipped. 


"Scoring: and Judging With Illustra- 


tions of the Various Breeds and Their 
Special t'haracteil&Ucs" was the sub- 
ject of the talk given by T. E. Orr 
at the poultry class yesterday morn- 
Ing. 
There was a fair attendance of 


persons interested In poultry 'and the 
lecture was of great interest to them 
and was especially instructive. 
Mr. 
yrr scored the Langsluins especially 
and explained the different points. He 
explained how the eyes, combs, bodies, 
wings and legs vveve scored and then 
told how much of a scoie was made 
against'each one. 


While scoilng 
the birds Mr. Orr 


came across a cockerel with Its wings 
clipped and he then advised the peo- 
ple that the wings 
should not be 


clipped. 
He said that he would rath- 


er cut off the chicken's head than clip 
his wings. 
Other ways of keeping Uie 


chickens pehnej up can be found be- 
sides clipping the wings. 


At the close of the scoring the peo- 


ple asked a great many questions which 
Mr. Orr answered and then he closed 
by giving some good advice in regard 
to keeping poultry. 
In the first place 


he advised people not to start fn to 
raise poultry on a large scale. 
Start 


in with a few chickens and then keep 
building up. 
He also advised the 


poultry dealers not to keep black chick- 
ens for market purposes. These are, he 
snld, the beat for eating purposes, but 
the large majority of people seem to 
think that the black chickens are not 
as good as the light ones and they will 
not buy them. 
If one wishes tot do so 


It Js all right to raise them for his 
own consumption but they are not 
best for the market. 


Immediately at the close of his ad- 


dress Mr. Orr was driven to the Wa- 
bnsh station, where he left for Pitts- 
burg on the 11.32 o'clock train. He 
has business there and It was neces- 
sary for him to arrive there this morn-

"Reserve Power In Housekeeping"

enoush the attendance was the small- 
est of the institute and those 
who 


have had the pleasure of hearing Miss 
Van Rensselaer declaie that while her 
talk smacked less of science and dealt 
with the more homely questions, it was 
the most interesting talk of "the ses- 
sion. To that must be added the charm 
of personality, graceful manner and 
sweet voice of the speaker. 


Miss Van Rensealaer tells the house- 


wife to stand erect. To keep her shoul- 
ders thrown buck, chest expanded and 
to avoid bnek-breaking, stooping po- 
sitions. In kitchen work women should 
have the 
table for Instance at such 


height that she can work with out the 
necessity of stooping. When it is nec- 
essary to bend, avoid that by dropping 
on the knees. 
Women do not know 


how to lift as a rule and use their 
backs instead of their arms. 


When a woman feels that she is go- 


Ing on her nerve It Is time for her to 
stop. 
She should sit quietly In a 


chair with the hands folded limply in 
the lap: with closed eyes and head 
dropping forward on the breast. Ten 
minutes of rest in that position will do 
wonders. 


The resolutions adopted by the sec- 


tion, among other things, urged an ap- 
propriation by the legislature for the 
employment of a superintendent who 
should look after the domestic science 
work In the public schools. 


TALK ON SWINE 


Prof. Detrich Tells About the Proper 


Feeding of Hogs. 
At the Harkrader 
barn Thursday 


morning Wm. -Detrlch, 
instructor in 


swine husbandry at the University of 
Illinois,- talked of profitable types in 
hogs. Much of the class work was de- 
moted to leedlng hogs and he hung up 
a cbart which Illustrated some of the 
tests that he has made in feeding 
swine. There WHS more Interest in 
this class than any of those relating 
to live stock. The principle point in 
the talk was that there should be a 
veil balanced ration for swine 
It 


should contain protein and carbohy- 
drate, muscle and fat producing foods 
respective!, as the age of the hog de- 
mands. Hogs he- said could be profit- 
ably fed in some cases until they 
weighed four hundred pounds but that 
v.-as.only when desirable animals'were 
obtained and when care and skill were' 
exercised In the; feeding. As hogs are 


generally fed on the farm, from 200 
to 250 pounds Is the age at which they 
can be moat profitably disposed of, or 
when profitable feeding closes. If the 
animal is fed too much protein for 
instance the body soon forms the habit 
of demanding that 
amount and it 


leally becomes 
necessary 
"without 


benefit. The animal will progress to a 
certain point and then stop although 
he will continue to eat without limit. 
Then the matter of feding becomes 
one of dead loas. 


In answer to questions Prof. Detrich 


said that skimmed milk and butter 
milk were both protein foods. Clover 
hay was said to be one of the msot de- 
siiable foods of that class, being de- 
sirable largely for reason that it was 
something that the farmer could pro- 
duce himself. The hay should be chop- 
ped, 
soaked and mixed 
with other 


feed. It is especially good for shoats 
nnd brood sows. 


Barley was declared to be the beat 


single food for bacon hogs. In re- 
sponse to a question he^sald that gen- 
cuxlly speaking there we're .no truly ba- 
con hogs in this country. He said too 
that if the distinctive bacon hogs, the 
Yorkshire and the Tamworth were fed 
as the average hog is fed, nothing but 
cc.rn, they would soon lose their dis- 
tinct qualities as a bacon producer 
and take on the appearance of the 
Poland-China. 
When questioned about brood sows 


Instructor Detrich said it was useless 
to keep a brood sow if she did not far- 
row twice a year and that a brood 
sow four years old was better than 
one two yeais old. He said in fact that 
a brood sow should be profitable until 
she was seven or eight years old. 


VARIETIES OF CORN. 


And Different Sections to Which It Is. 


Best Adapted. 


The corn school was held in the Co- 


lumbia block and it was immediately 
followed by the general session which 
was given up almost entirely to corn 
subject. 


Prof. Hume at the corn school talked 


about the different varieties of corn 
and told bfthe localities to which they 
are best adapted. There are, seven stan- 
dard varieties. The yellow kinds are 
Reid's Yellow Dent, 
Golden Eagle, 


Learning and Rileys' Favorite and the 
white varieties are 
Boone 
County 


White. White 
Superior 
and Silver 


Mine. The latter is particularly adapt- 
ed to the northern part of the state 
and the Boone County White to the 
central portion. 
Mr. Hume said that 


these varieties were called standard 
because the Corn Breeders' association 
had made them so. 
There were other 


good kinds, but Mr. Hume said it would 
not be best to have too many standard 
kinds. 


Made a Flashlight.

Reform school servitude was the 


goal to which a loving mother led her 
little son. Dodge Stevens, a boy of but 
twelve years of age and yet a criminal 
of four years of experience. 


Unsuspecting the ultimate end and 


with the intention of protecting her 
little son, Mrs. Stevens led the boy 
into the arms of the police and when 
she went away the child was left be- 
hind, confined in jail as a. criminal, 
never to regain his liberty until he at- 
tains a more mature age. 
The mother however, was convinced 


before she gave up her son that he 
was in the wrong. 


Bad Four Years. 


Dodge Stevens in the son of James 


Stevens, a respectable citizen 
living 


on Railroad avenue 
The child seems 


to be a degenerate or at least at a 
very early stage in life learned crim- 
inal habits. 


The father reported to the police that 


every effort had been made to teach 
the boy good habits a~hd make him 
lead the proper kind of life but that 
since he was eight years old he has 
committed thefts at almost every op- 
portunity. 


The trouble which brought about the 
complaint to the police was the disap- 
pearance of a bicycle. Two boys stole 
a wheel and it was learned that the 
Stevens boy was with the others and 
was an accessory to the crime. The 
father told the police that he exhaust- 
ed all means of making the boy do 
better and asked that the officers take 
him up the first time they saw him 
and proceedings would be instituted 
to send him to the reform school.

Stevens' son, was guilty of assisting 
In the crime. Mrs, Stevens was taken 
before the state's attorney 
and the 


facts were laid before her in such a 
manner that shei.eaw the hopelessness 
of her soa's case- and on learning 9! his 
guilt she submitted to the arrest. 


Had Good Home. 


The boy had a good home and even 


when his fatther had requested his 
arrest the mother believing ia his in- 
nocence, was making a fight for his 
vindication. The child, however, 
is 


paying the penalty of his 
repeated 


crimes and now at the age of twelve 
years he is a known thief, a fact rec- 
ognized by both his parents, and is 
only awaiting the- time when he will 
be sent to the state reformatory. 


The police have had many juvenile 


offenders but this one is about the 
worst case of yowthful crime that has 
come underline notice of tthe officers 
for some time past. 
The boy is so 


young it scarcely- seems possible that 
his conduct coutd be such 
that the 


parents must' abandon his control to 
the reform school but such seems to be 
the case.
